ANOTHKR OPPORTUNITY 

Twin Falls l.s now on Its way to bPcomlng 
Idaho's "convention cliy." 

Ideally loniitwl geographically .ik a con 
lion site, Twin Falls hns been hamperetl by 
Inadequate fselllllM to hiindlo l.irRp moct 
Ings. But within the past few weeks steps t( 
correct this hnndlcap hnvc hccn t.-iken. 

Voters approved the c.Hy hall and smnl 
auditorium. Rlvlnp the city nilcqiiate meetliiR 
place to accommodate average-sized ronveii 
tlons. Announcements were made (or the con 
Btructlon ol a large nlne-atory hotel and a 
new modem motor court, easing the housing 
ahortage here for largo gatherings. City vot- 
ers also passed a bond Isaua for the construc- 
tion of a modem airport so that visitors can 
get Into Twin Falls. 

Now assured ol the neceaaltles to handle 
largo convention and located more closely to 
the center ot the state than any other city, 
Twin Falls can't afford to muff the oppor- 
tunity of publicizing her convention ad- 
vantages. 

Thousands of dollars are brought into the 
city at any convention. Take the wildlife con- 
vention scheduled for tha middle of July. Be- 
tween <00 and 600 delegates from 11 western 
states are expected to attend the three-day 
session. Conservatively speaking each dele- 
gate will spend $10 a day. For the three-day 
convention that means a minimum of $12,000 
brought Into Twin Falla. 

And the convention Income Isn't settled In 
the hands of Just the restaurant and hotel 
ownej-a, either. They receive a good share of 
the money but their Increased Income In turn 
Is passed Into the other businesses In Twin 
Falls. The meat marketa and grocery stores 
profit from the Increased volume of food sold 
at the cafes and the farmer. In turn, benefits. 
The profits are shared on down the line. 

Pew convention -goers leave the city with- 
out taking home a souvenir— either a new 
hat for the wife, a new rattle (or the baby or 
A football for Junior. Feoj^Ie attending a con- 
vention are In a gay, (estive and "buying" 
mood. It's Just good business to attract these 
people to Twin Falla. But you have to solicit 
these conventlona. 

For years Twin Falls haa been host to the 
Idaho State Reclamation association conven- 
tions, but at the recent conclave here, Idaho 
Falla made an active bid for the 1947 session. 
The Idaho Falls Chamber of Commerce oKer- 
ed to handle all details of registration and 
otherwise actively aid the convention offi- 
cials. 

Now that we can peer Into the future and 
see Twin Palls with all the natural resources 
for a convention, there's no sense letting any 
grass grow under our feet.

Tha veterans' administration Is disturbed 
over the number ot demoblllzctl soldiers who 
are allowing their national service life In- 
surance to lapse. Or perhaps the VA's cont^crn 
Is more with the Inck of information or in- 
clination which Is keeping veteran.^ from rp- 
Inatating this vaJunble and reasonable GI In- 
surance. For the reinstatement process Is 
neither expensive nor difficult. 

All the veteran need do Is pay two months' 
premiums and complete a comparative health 
statement, no matter how long the policy has 
been lapsed. There is no additional physical 
examination required. 

The veteran also has eight years, If he 
wishes to fake that long, in which to convert 
the Ol policy Into ordinary, 20-payment or 
30-payment life Insurance. 
• Under such simple and plalnleas conditions, 
there seems no reason or excuse for veterans 
to deny themselves and thoir families the 
benefit ot this wartime protection for the rest 
of their lives— especially since, it difficulties 
or misunderstandings do arise, the VA Is al- 
ways on hand to a-wlst.
